| lenta,the which ſentence was alſo Fain and confirmed in 
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the Chauncerie of the ſaide order, howbeit ſecretlye for the cauſe 
aforc alcaged. 
l . Inthe meane tyme,Kinge Henry, aflembleth the eſtates ofhis 
l! king4ome to treate of diuers matters concerning the common 
ld wealth and ranquillitic ofthe ſame , and ſpecially to deliberate, | 
if who ſhould be the next and meeteſt Heire tothe crowne after his 
deccaſe : and yerneuerthelefſe gaue expreſſe commaundement to 
Dow Anthonyo,not tocome tothe ſaid aflembly bur to ſend ſome 
deputie or Agent that might repreſenthis oirfon there. Alſo the 
ſame King Henry being very fearefullleaft Daw Amthonye ſhoulde 
proue humſelfe to be legitimate , required the Pope of Rootne to 
youtchſafe to commit vnto him the hearing and examination of | 
the cauſe touching the legittimagion of the ſaid Don Amhonyo.]n 
the meane time the ſame king Henry proceederh with the conuo- 
cation of the ſaide cltares, and-commaunderh ,'that thefe per{0- 
nagesſhould be cited thither,to wit Philliphing of («ftule a5 ſonne: 
of /abelleldeft daughter ofthe ſaid king'Emanuell, whichefſabelf

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which he had by ary daughter afoto the ſayd Eaparde, 
the which Princes and Potentates, were cited by the ſayde Kinge 
Hemry to appeare at a certain day to thintent euery ofthem,by his 
ambaſſadouror Agent might propound and ſet downe in the aid 
aflembly of theſtates all ſuch right and title aseuery ofthem after 
bis Sek could pretend to the ſayde kingdome, Saying he was 
minded to determine the ſame cauſe in his liferime it potſibly he 
coulde bring it to paſſe. But if death ſhould preuent his purpoſe 
therein,his meaning was to commit and appoynt not onelye cer- 
taine perſons to gouerne the kingdome, but alſo certaine Judges 
to determine who had beſtrighr,and title to ſucceed & enioy the 
crowne,alledging he tookethat courſe,to auoydall controuerfies 
inconueniencies,& wars which otherwiſe were like to happen. 
Whereypon all the ſayde Princes and potentates thus lawful- 
ly cited,ſent their anibath dors or deputies, with ſufficient irſtru- 
Etions ontheir behalf ro propoſid in the ſaid aſſembly of theſtates 
their ſeuerall rightes and titles whichthey pretended tothe ſayde 
kin . Hes oath onely Phillip King of Caftsle,yho anſwered he 
neither had,nor acknowledged any Tudge iti carth, but onelye in 
heauen. Andtherefore woulde not commit his right andtitleto 
the determination of any Iudges that ſhould bee appointed con- 
cerning that matter, adding withall how he was ſutficientlye in« 
formed by his beſtlearned lawyers in his owne kinodome, that 
there was no other perſonage in the world ſauing cnely him ſelfe 
that had lawful ri oh to ſucceede intheſayde kingdome of Por= 
tugallafter thedeath ofthe ſaydeKing Henry,which right in caſe 
it ſhould be denyed ynto him, that then hee woulde obrainc the 


'kingdome by force of armes. 6 


When the moſtexcellent princeſſe Katherine de £Medicis the 
french Kings mother,was aduertiſed of theſe matters,namely thar 
Kinge Henrye had commaunded all them to bee cited which pre- 
tenced any title tothe kin gdome, ſhee ſent into Portugall for her 

ambaſladourthe Biſhoppe of Cem:mingos to propound in like me- 
ner on her behalfe inthe ſayde aſſembly of thellates,the righte 
which ſhe pretended to the ſayde kin gdore, grounding her title, 
vxpon her deſcent fron) King e-lphonſus bicther to King Sancho 
the ſecond of that name,v ko fore hee was King, had mar:yed 


in Fraunce,, 7 ar'de Countele of Bollome,by whom he hz two 


{tonnes 
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ſ-a1nes,one of the which was marryed in Fraunce, of whome the 
ſayde Katherine ds eMedicts deſcended, the other of the ſame 
ſonnes deceafing in Portugal without iſſue : and the pica exhibi- 
ted onthe behaife of the ſayde Katherine de eMedicis, was 
receaucd by the ſayde Kinge Henry in the ſayde aflemblye of the 


elt:es, 


Alſo when the people ofPortugal/vaderſtoode the right of ſuc- 
cesfion ofthe kingdom was committed to examination, and con= 
ſtdering themſclues had lawfull power and right to elect & choſe 
a Kinge for and in default of a lawtull hezyre, « afle deſcending 
dire&t'y ofthe Maſculine line, therefore they exnibired a ſupply- 
catioito King Henry, that his maieſty would youchſafe to graunt 
then licence to propound and alleadge their right in that behalte 
and to cxhibite a plea which they had made thereof, contay- 
ningein ſub{taunce and effec as followeth : to wit That the 
peop'c of Portuzall had made and choſen for their Kings , Al- 
fonſas the firſts Kinge of Portugall,ſoane of Earle Henrye . Allo 
that the ſame people had diſpoſed from. the adminiſtration and 
gouernement of the kingdome,King Sancho, the ſeconde of char 
name,after hee had reigned by the ſpace of fiue and tweatye 
yeares, and that thervpon the ſame people committed the admi- 
niſtration and gouernement of the kingdome to his brother AL 
fonſus Excle of Bulloyne who had marryed Mawdihe Countle, 
and afcerthe dearth of Sancho, they elected the ſame Alfonſas to 
betheir king . Further that the ſame people had elected & made 
tacirking,7ohn the firſt ofthatname , the baſe ſon of king Alfore 
fas the fourth, notwithſtanding there remayned liuing two legit- 
timnate daughters ofthe ſam? king Alonſ#s. \Vhich king fobr,the 
fame people of Portugal did —_ in theroyallſeate & main- 
reynedand defended him, againſt Fohn kinge of Cafile allo he 
firit ofthatnune who hal os title tothe ſuccesfion of the ſaid 
kinagdome of Portuga for andinthe name of his wife eldet and 
legitimate Daughter of che ſayde king Alfonſas , Wherevppon 
there greiv ſhirpe warre bztweene the ſame two kinges concer- 
ningtaatmatter, WhereintheKinge of Catleinth: ende was 
o1:rthro:waec in battayle, abouta certayac Towne of Porta 7all 
callca A/rioarotts . Moeouer thatthe ſame people had cre- 
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atedtheirkinge £marnelithe f1Nt, forhatkinge Jokntheſecorce 
had left no iſive male deſccr:dinge ofthe 1glt Maſculine lyre, 
Laſliye that they had made the ſayce Cardinall Henrietheir kir'g 
aftcrihe Ceceaſe of kinge Sebaſtian who was ſayne in the bat- 
toyle of eſ/rice leauing no Jawfiull iffue of his body toenicy the 
Crowne. By all theſe reaſonsthe ſayce people conciuced, that 
their power and rightto make the fſaide eleGion, was of farre 
greater force and cfteQe, then the right and tyrle of ſucceſſion, 
whereuppor: the other pretenders grounded them fſelues, and 
the ſame people added withall, that by the Lawe: called the 
mentall Lawe , made by the ſayde Kinge Joby the fulte of that 
name, no woman can nor oughte to inherite anye goode or 
poſſeflions depending of the Crowne , and therefore neytker 
myghte they who deſcended ofthe iflues female asall the ſayd 
pretenders did, ſauing onely the ſayd Don Antkenio , Vpon 
thunderſianding of all theſe matters ſo propounded & ſer cowne 
on the bekalfe ofthe people, King Henrye likewiſe acmitted their 
plea. I | 

Heete vppn while the ſtates ofthe Kingdom of Portugall were 
oflembied treating vpponthe nominztion end elcction aſwell of 
thoſe.perſons whiche after the death ofthe ſayde-Kinge Heme 
ſhoulde haue the adminiſtration and gouernment of the Kinge- 
dome, asalſo of ſuche as ſhoulde decyce and judge the que» 
Nion and controucrſie touching the ſucceſſion of the crowne, 
Thagenrte of Den Anthenio. was informed that one Alfonſus of 
All urquerque an aduocate of the Cytye of Lisbore was ſubor. 
ned and wonne by ſome ofthe Kingeof Caftiles fautorus, and 
that hee had manifelilye: declared his aduiſe and opinion to 
certaine greatc menne of rhe kingdome whereby it cuidentlye 
appeared that hee was alrogeather bente and enclyned tothe 
King of (aſtslesparie , Wherefore the ſame Agent propoun- 
ded 2nd pur in againſte the fame Aﬀerſus a plea or byll of re= 


: cuſation'to thintent. hee ſhaulde. have no, yoyce in the elcEtion 


neyther ofthe {ayde adminiſtrators or goyernoures of the King- 
dom, nor ofthe: does thatſhould have the hearing and Cetermi- 
nation of the cauſe teuching the ſucceſſion ofthe crewne, & alſo 
the ſame Apgente auoutcked howe hee woulde declare ſufficient 
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cauſesthat moouedhim tomakethe ſaide recuſationin caſe the 
ſayde Alonſus woulde not admit the fame, Waherearthe [2yde 
Aﬀonſus conceaucd greate diſpleaſure and made greuous com- 
plaint thereof to certaine «Mtn men that fauoured the Kinge 
of Caſtiles parte, at whoſe handes hee obteyned ſo much fauoure 
that they went with him to King Herry, to whome they declared 
this matter as they thought molt fit for their own purpole,alleging 
ynto his maieſtic that Don Anthonios Agent had propuunded this 
ſcruple of recuſation for no other intent but onelye to hinder and 
diverte theleRion ofthe ſayd iudges for this purpoſe that Don Ay 
thonio after the death ofthe ſaid King Henry might with the more 
facility attaine to the Kingdome. This complaint wrougi t ſo effe- 
Atuallye in the mynde ofthe ſayde Kinge Herrye, that forthwith 
without hearing the ſayde Agent in his anſwere and defence tou- 
ching the ſame he commaunded himto be eaſtinto cloſe priſon 
where hee was deteined by the ſpace of nine daies vntill the ſaide 
Gouerours and iudges were ordeined and eſtabliſhed-accordin 

tothe Kings will and mind, Vpponthe accompliſhment 4 vs 
king Henry cauſed the ſayd Agent to be deliuered out of the pri- 
ſon where he remained,comanding him neuertheles immediatly 
to repaire home to his own-houſe,and not toretourne to the court, 
without his maieſties ſpecial licence, Wherby the ſame king molt 
manife(Uy vttered his extreme hatred againſt the ſaid Don Antho- 
r70being his owne nephew,ſ(ith before that time(as is before allea- 
ged in this treatiſe) he had giuen his conſent tothe ſaid Agent, yea 
and expreſlye-commaunded him freelye to proſecute the <4 of 


the ſayd Don Anthonu, 


Withia a while'after : the Kinge commaunded Don Anthonis 
then remayning at (#/ymbre, to repayre to his Maieliye ro Li;bon 
totake an oath toobey the iudgement, that ſhould be giuen, tou- 
ching the righte ofthe Crowne, bythe iudges in that bchalfe ap= 
qr Afirining thatthe other pretenders woulde doe the like, 
y chemſelues their Ambaſſadors or agentes, Vppon this com- 
maundement, Dax Anthonio came tothe King,and whenthe ſaid 
oath was offered ynto him he aunſwered he was ready to take the 
ſame incaſe the King of Caſfile woulde doe the lyke,but ifhe refu- 
fedicthere was noreaſon why eytherthe ſayde Don Anthonio or 

' any 
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any ofche other pretenders ſhould be conftrayned therunto,Not- 
wich{tznding king Henry perfitted,and in greate rage commaun- 
dedhim to take hisoathyin ſo much that in thend hee did fo, with 
this preceſtztion firlt made inthe preſence of certain of his friends, 
that he tooke not the ſame oath with a franke and free will but by 
compulſion and commaundement of the Kinge. 


The next day after, Don Anthoniohad taken this oath, king Hen 

Ty cauſcd th Popesletters pattentsro be ſhewed vnto him wher- 
by the ſame Henry was conſtituted ro take notice and information 
of the cauſe touching Don Anthonioeslegir.imation, and therupon 

commaunded him to appoint hisprocurer to pleade his cauſe be- 

fore his maieſly as iudge. And that yet neuertheles, within foure & 

twenty houres the ſaid Anthony ſhould departagaine:thirtie miles 

from the Caurt, Whereunto Don Anthonio anſwered thatthe kin 

could not be judge in the cauſe for two reaſons;theone for that he 

was partic hitmſelfe , thother for that in his former actions hee had 

plainely ſhewed a greate hatred againſthim,alleaging a freſh ex- 

ample rhereof,in thatthe ſaid King Henryhadlately before impri- 
ſoned his Agent, for proſecuting his cauſe as hethought conueni- 

ent by order of law:And that therefore he doubred hee coulde not 

find any other that wouldtake ypon him to purlue and follow his. 
buſines, Vppon this anſwere,the king with all expedition ſendeth 

wordtothe ſaid Agent thathe might freely come to the Court & 

proſecute the cauſe of Dor eAnthoniodetying expreſly,thathim- 
{elfe was partye therin, and therefore ftgnifying howe his will and 

meaning was to proceede therin,yea and that he would proceede 
againſt the ſaid Anthony as contumax for default ofanſiwere in caſe 
he refuſed to pleade his cauſe before him & toinforme him therin 
as ſhould bz meete and conuenient,Wherfore king Henry graun- 


ted ymto the'ſaid agent his liberty & commanded him to poſecute 
Don Anthonios caule; 


Now when the ſaid agent wasreturned tothe Court,hee pray- 
edone of the kings confeſfors,to be a meane to his maieſtie , thar 
fith hee was by the kings commaundement vrged totake yppon. 
himthe proſecution of Don Axthonies cauſe, hee mighte therefore 
fcely employ and endeuour himſelfe in the fame as hee ſhoulde 
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thinke to be moſt meete and conuenientfor the ſafegard and pre. 
ſeruation of his mayfters righte andtytle. And thathis maieflie 
would neither bee diſpleaſed nor take in euill part if he proceeded 
in the ſame ſortthat he did whe(as is afore recyted in this treatiſe) 
he ſoubgtto remooue the ſayd Aﬀonſu of Alburquerque as a per- 
ſon ſuſpe&ted.Bur if he'might not proſecute the cauſe freely as ap- 
ertcined,then he beſou * his maieſty to voutchſafe to diſcharge 
fm of that burthen and to graunt him licenceto returne againe to 
his owne houſe where he dwelt when King Ferry commannded 
kim'to bee ſentfor to takethe charge and adminiſtration of theſe 
goodes which Don Anthony poſlefiedin Portugal when he remaj- 
ned in Aphbrica,.Whenthe King was aduertiſed hereof, his maicſiie 
gauc ih coinmaundement againe to his A pore to proſecute this 


cauſe freely before him inas ample ſorte as he ſhould thinke moſt 
choucfull. T4: 642% 


When Don Anthenie ſawe Eimſelfethus prefſedto pleace his 
cauſe before the King & that his maielly purpoſed to giue ſemtTce 
againſt him for default of anfwere,hee commaunded his Agent to 
nominate the witneſſes which werethere ar hand proteſting hee 
had-yet further prdotes to-produce, whereuppon hauing giuen 
perfect infiruttionsto his Agent, Don Anthore departed trom the 
Court withinthertime appointed by the king. Then the king.com- 
maunceth thoſe three witneſles to bee called before him: whiche 
were produced before thafareſdid Bilhopand conſervatour ofth 
priuileges of thorder ofthe knightes of S:/sbn at Malta, Who be: 
in come before the king perſiſtedin their formerdepoſnions mace 
before the ſaid conſeruator, to wit, that they were preſente when 
marriage was ſecretly celebrated berweene.the ſaid Lodcyrike & 
Jolenta. The king yponthe hearing thereof, vſcd yoont threatninge 
ſpeeches vnto the faying he would cauſe them atthreeto behar+ 
ged in coſe they would not vpon their oths confes, they were wen 
by promiſes and otherwiſe by Don Asthonioor fone cther in. 
behalfe;to giue theaforemencioned teſtimony before the conſerua 
tor, And when twa ofthoſe witneſſes afitmed that no bodice haF# 
induced or petſiwaded them thereunto, and that their depoſiric 
therein wasaccording tothe playne and{impietrueth, the king, 
cauſed raemto be comn irtedto priſon, andtkethirde witnes tor 

car” 
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feare reyoked part ofhis former depoſition ſayingke was not pre- 
ſent when the ſayde marriage waspriuily had and-concluded, bit 
the truth was,he had heard itby report of others by reaſon he was 
houſhold ſ:ruant to oleraet paren's. The king by reaſon thereof 
was mooued immediatlyro end for ail the Actes, depoſitions of 
wicneſles andinflrumentsexhibited onthe behalfe of Don Anthe- 
nyo before the ſayd Biſhop and: conſeruator to prooue his:marter, 
rogether with the ſentence giuenthervpon, all the which becing 
brought before him he cauſed co be caſt into the fire,& would nor 
admit any o:her witneſſes & profes which the ſaid Agent offered 
yet further toproduce inthe tame cauſe: amongſt the which were 
diucrsreligious men of goad calling wao had beene confeſſorsto 
the ſaide Lodowyke, belides diuers other witnefles of goodcredite 
& eſtimation. Howbeit the king contemning and reicCting al the 
ſame,contrary toall order of law gaue ſentence whereby he pro- 
nouncedthe former ſentence before giuen by the ſaide Biſhop & 
conſcruator to be voyd & of no force or effe&t, And thervpon gaue 
offer to: the high marſhal ofthe kingds called, Ed4arde de Caſtle 
brancowhom fince the king of Caſtle hath made one of the chiet 
Treafurers ofthe kingdome/that he ſhould binde and bring Dor 
Anthomo to the Court as captiueand.priſoner, and commaunded 
th2tthe two witneſſes which remained prifoner ſhould be þanni- 
ſhed,bur contrariwile,greatly, rewarded himthachad altexcd his 
depoſition granting vnto him-acroflado of the knightsofthorder 
of Saint I2mes with all the rent and reuenycs thereynto appertai- 
ning,but Dos Anthoniobecing in due time aduertiſed ofall theſe 
thinges remooued immediatly fromthe City of-Calymbre, ſothat 
-the marſhal came thitherit-vaine and ſo teturned taLisbon, - 
Afoone astho ſaid ſentence was giuen-Don Anthonies Agent, 
ſent a ſupplication to the Bilhop of Rome, complaininge of the 
preat iniuſtice done to. Don Anthonios bythe king, beſeeching the 
| {ai{ Biſhop to vouchlſafe hisayde.ty Don Anthonyoby remedye of 
awe againit chat ſentenceſo wickediye giuen, andalſo to iahi- 
| bite tic kinge that by force of the ſame he ſhoulde proceede no 
farther nor execute any thing againſt the ſayd Don Anthonio, Vp- . 
pon the exhibitis of this ſupplication, the Pope with all expediti- 
on cauſed his letters pattents to be diſpatched, whereby he decla- 
xedthe ſayde ſentence of kinge Heprye co bee altogeather yoy 4 
| and. 
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and of ne force;moſt ſpecially for that he had raſhly proceeded to 


ſentence defimitiue, without commisfion or authoritie, for aſniuch 
as the former letters by vertue whereof he proceeded againſtthe 
{ayd Don Anthonie contained no other matter ſauing onely that 
he might heare andexamine all the witneſſes, and receaue there- 
withall all inſtruments and ſuch-like thinges whereby Don An- 
thoniomentto proue his cauſe;and thatvppon the hearing of the 
witneſſes, andthe cauſe duely pleaded, all the ates inftrumemtes 
and proofes ſhould be ſentro the ſayde Biſhop of Rome that hee 
might judge and determine ofthe fave as he ſhouldthinke to be 
molt conuenient, Exprefly commaunding the ſayd King Henry to 
proceed no further nor attempt anie thing againſt Dory Anthonyes 
perſon by yenue of the ſayde ſentence giuen againſte him by the 
{ame kin 8 Henry,butto ſend vnto the Pope al thaftes inſtruments 
and proote produced before kinge Henrye on the behalfe of Don 
Anthonyo,to the intentthe'cauſe mightbe decided and Iudged by 
the pope himſelfor ſuch Iudgesas he ſhold appoint, When theſe 
letters were by the popeslegate denounced to king Henrye : im- 
mediatlythereyponthe ſame King commaunded Don Anthonyes 
Agent, within ten dayes,vpon paine of death to depart out of his 
kingdome,becauſe the King vnderſtoode the popes letters were 
obtained through his induttry atid diligence, by reaſon whereof 
theſame Apentyponthis commaundement departed preſentlye 
from Lisbane to a monaſtery of (ſtile adioyning tothe borders 
of the kingdome of Portugal. - - 

Now when Kinge Henry, by reaſon of the popes inhibition, 
could proceed nofurther;nor attempt any thing againſt Don An- 
thonieby'vertue ofthe ſaydſemrence : he determined to take ano- 
thet courſe forthexecution of his rancoutagainſt him, Wherypon 
vader pretence andcoloure that Dor Anthenie had come within 
fix miles of his court contrarye to his commaundement, he com- 
maunded him likewiſe yppon paine ofdeath todeparte out of his 
kingdome within fiftecae dayes,declatingand decreeing with al 
that by the ſame occaſion he hadforfaited all his right which hee 
pretended to the kingdome, commaunding moreouer that none 
of Den Anthonies ſeruants vpon paine of death ſhould atrend and 
ſerue their maiſter inthat extremirie, This moſt hard andrigorous 
ſzncence he pre lently'e auſed to be hgniftied to Don Anthoniothen 
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being atthe ſaid tone of Ohmbre, wheteof when the Burpeſſes 
of thEtowne ; arid m—_— efchollers of chuniverſity there a- 
mongeſt whom retyayned many of the nobillicy,were aducniſcd, 
there aroſe ſuche trouble that they put themſchiesin armes, cry-=

and mooned with hatrcd againſt Dex Anthony, would deliver the 
kingdome of Poytugall into thandes:of the kinge of (aftile , and 
forthe ſame oceaſiony had giuenthivtiz wires ad 2 againſt 
hinv, Wherefore they woulde not ſuffer him in this manner to bee 
expelled oute of the*kingdome 1 Offering thetyſelues to bee his 
valiaunt and faithfull defenders herein,and;readye to ſpenide their 
lives and goodes fot hisfafetye 7 Neurftheleſſe Don.

dotne of Caſtiſe ,iaiid wente tothe ſameplace whitherbis Agente

"When the kipg of Caſtile ynderftoode of Don Anthonioes ban- 
nifſhment out of Portugal; hee fehit erters foorthwithto all Go- 
uernoures, Maiors, andother highe officers ofhis townes,Caltles, 
Borowghes, and Villages; bordering towarde Portuapl, roſhewe 
vnto him in caſe he reſorted-thither all maner of courteſie and 
honourable entertainmente , but yer neuerthelefle to take heede 
and hane fpeciall regarde,thatheeretourned no more into Portu- 
gall.

to compounde with him touchingthe:controuctſie rhatzxaslyke 
to.ariſe betweene-rhem about the ſucceſhon of rhe. kingdome, 
and forthe berterbringing topaſle thereohrheſameGentleman 
requyred. the ſayde Agent ro goe with: bimto; eA/zdril to the 
kinge of Caſtite . But the: agent ſuſpeRting:; allthat was pro» 
pounded on the king of Caſtiles behalfe,; aunſweared how the 
ſame courle was not in anye-zeſpe& convenient for the kinge of 
Caftile him ſelfe,aſwell forthar the people of Pertygaltuppon the 
vnderftanding of Der Anthornes treatye about agreement with 
hismajeftie woulde be quickly mooued to electihe Duke of Bare 
gantiafor their kinge, asalſofor that the ſayde agent coulde doe

And astouching the ma- 
kingof daye accorde:withthe ſame Kinge, it was farre' from bis 
meaning,buthis determination was rather to expe wharſhould 
bee reſolued and determined bythe Iudges therefore ordayned, 
Within a lictle while after [on Anthanio was adueniſed, howe 
King Henry was infarmed of hisfecrete being in Lizhon;and had 
already fearched many-houſes for him, .Vpon the vnderftanding 
whereokhe repayred fecreatly with his Agent, Didaco de Carca- 
wo. Anthony de Sofa; and AuthonySuares, imo a barque which his 
ſayd Agent kept alwayes ready for a needinthe hauen of Lisbon. 
Wherein after hee had becne by the ſpace of a fewe dayes con- 
neyed:againe-yp ant doyne:theiriuer, heereceaued newes thar 
w ng tlemry: was dedd, which happened about the beginning of 
cbruary 235 $03 - v2 201041 
When Don Anthoryowas more certaynely aduertiſed of theſe 
newes,he came forthwithto Zibor,giuing notice of his comming 
tothe gauernoursand:Captaine generall of the ſame citye, who 
reſorted preſentlyerohim to-congrarulate hiscomming,offering 
to RE 3% King.Whereynto he aunfwered very diſcreetly that 
King Henry was butnewly deceaſed,and how the eſtates and go- 
uernours of the kingdome- were aflembled to diſpoſe of the tuc- 
ceſlion of the ſame, and thatthere were alſo other ptinces and pow 
tentats pretending to haueright and action therero,and therfore 
he determined to expe whatſhould be iudged therein by way 
of Iuſtice, | 
. The nextday Don Anthomo withdrew him ſelfe intoa monaſte- 
ry neere the citie of Ls bone,calted Belen of thorder of S. Ierome, 
halfe a mile fromthe ſame citie, where his grandfather Kinge E- 
manuel & thother two kings deſcending of him» were buried. And 
hauing there accompliſhed his deuotions,he repayred to Sentaren 
a mile from Almerine where the ſayde Gouernours of the king- 
dome were then aſſembled: who beeing fuborned by the Kinge 
of Caſtiles ambaſladors and very defirousto deliverthe kingdom. 
into his hands,tooke it in very cuill part that Don Anthenyo came 
thither,fith by King Henries comaudement he was ypon paine of 
death baniſhedthe realme, Wherefore they commanded him to 
depart tcnne miles from thence yntill Kinge Henryes teſtamente 
were 
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were opened,theopening whereof;they intended todeferre,vntill 
the Ambaſſadors of depuries of the other Princes,pretending ticle 
co.chekingdome,were come. Hereunto Don eAnthonye auitſwea\ 
red,heefappolſed the rancour and hatred of King Henrye again(t 
hin, hadmotcakenfodeeperoote, asthathe did perſeuere therc- 
intotheende;but rather before hisdeathhad ſhewed ſoine token 
of repentaunce thereof. And therefore yery inſtantly prayed them 
to open the ſayd teſtament withour further delay,that ir might be 
manife(t what king Henry had ordayned,touching the ſucceſſion 
ofthe kingdoim:inſomuch thatthe gouernours moued therewith, 
commandedche Kingslaſt will and teſtainent tobe opened,in the 
preſence ofthambafſadors ofthe King of Caſtile,the Dukes of $4- 
roy,and Bargantid; and of the prince of Parma : whereby it was 
found,how king Henry had ordayned, that the Iudges appointed 
ro determine the matter, touching the {uccesfſion ofthe kingdom, 
fhould proceed no further nor decree anye thing therein,vntill the 
cauſe concerning Don Anthones legittimation were decided b; 
the Tudges therfore authoriſed by the Biſhop of Rewe,which ſut- 
ficiently ou all the rigorous dealing of king Henrye againit 
Don Authonieto have proceeded rather through difidence or for 
feare ofthe king of Caſtile, then otherwiſe of anye reafon groun- 
ded vpponright andiuſtice . Vpponthe fight of this Teſtament, 
the Gouernours declared tothe Ambaſladours,of the other pre- 
tenders, how they could not now determine anye thing touching 
the ſucceſſion ofthe kingdome , except the cauſe of Don Antho- 
nies legitimation were firl{ decided . Wherefore they ſent worde 
to Don Anthonio to proſecute the cauſe touching his legictimati- 
on,before the Iucges thervntoauthoriſed,namelythe Popes nun- 
cie then being in Portugalland tharchbiſhop of Li4boy. 

Inthe meane ſpace,the king of Caſt#e(hauing ſince the death 
ofking Sebaſtian,by little and lictte gathered a mighty arwy toge- 
ther,vnder pretence ofattempting Gene a againſt Apbr. 
ca,znot minding to ſtay for iudgement in the matter of Don An- 
thonieslegitimati6,norin the cauſe ofthe ſucceſſion of the crowne 
commaunded all his men: toioyne togeather vnderthe Duke of 
Alxacaptaine generall quer the iame armie, aboutthe towne of 
Badaioz,in the kingdome of Caſt:le,bordering vppon the limittes 
of Portugall. Vpon notice whereof, the Gouernours and Judges 
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authoriſed to. decidechecauſe of the ſucceſhonofrhe kingds;fent 
certaine deputies tothe king of Caſtile, praying him to youchſafe 
to leaue the;way of armes and take the courſe of iuſtice fiththere 
were Iudges'ordayned to heate and examine the cauſe andto 
iadge and determinetheſame accordingtoright and:equity... To 
W boſe iudgement thothgr,Pregenders were ready to tiand : infore 
minghim "wirhall that by prgeceding to.obtaine the: kingdome 
by force of armes he ſtogd 11 fdaunger to. looſe all hisrighte and 
zitic thereto by meanes of adecreemadetor that/cauſe by kinge 
Henry,vy hereby, ir was ordayned and prouided, that cuerye of the 
pretenders going about byforce of armes to get the kingdome & 
xetating to. fland! tothe iudgement'strhe ludges authoriſed to de- 
cideahe caule, {houldthergbyiloole and fortaite all hisrighr and 
ticle which he had or might pretend tothe kirigdome. 

Howbeit the King of Ceſti/e,fwhoas is afore mencioned)had 
long bcfore hand declared, how he woulde notſubmitte his right 
ro any mans iudgement; (truſting vporchis owne power, and the 
endeuour of the ſayde goucrnours andether Noble men whonte 
hee had woaneto his fide by giftes and fayre promiſes, without 
anye regarde of that information ,commaunded the Duke of Aluz 
w ith his army (which he hadinareadineſſe)to proccede and in- 
uade the kingdome of Portygall by force . Vpon notice wherof, 
the gouernours foorthwith deparred from Almerine to Setuball 6£. 
reenc miles from Santaren fcaringe leaſe the people of Portugal 
vPpon knowledge ofthe Duke cf Aluaes commingto inuade the 
rcal;me,would f11{t fall ypponthem and then proclaime Don An- 
theiio Kinge: Within a ſhort {; pace afterthe departureof the go- 
uzrnours from Almerin, newes came to Santaren how-the Duke 
of Alza hadtakentwo townes in Portagall bordering vppon Ca- 
#:le,to wit Eluas and campo maior, Whereat the Citizens of San- 
tare being greatly moued firfi tooke counſel togetherfor the for- 
tifing of theirtowne againſtthe Vioienee ofthe enemy and ther- 
fare went in all folemniy with the clergye and nobility to ſurvey 
and vew the walles,& give order for the beginning ofthe work. 
Atcerthat they Wu al together in great wnititude to: Don Ar » 
t21i0then remayning ina wonaltery not far from thence, wherc 
all with one voyce la!ne & cal im king leeding him fromthencc 
$0 120 principaltchurecn, andthenta the towne- -houſe,in{tauntlye 
requi» 
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requiting himto accept the royaltnalne tind dignitte'and to bind 
themtohim by oath, 'Howbeir Dow Anthonio contratiwiſe aleged 
vntohim howrthe cauſe touching the ſucceſſion of the Crowne 
Was incontrouerlie'betweene himand other Princes pretending; 
tyUde thereto, wherefore he would'not acceptthe royall name, buc 
rather expeQthe determination bf the Tudges therfore authoriſed. 
But if they would v{e him as their defender he wasready toſpend 
his ife and goodes for thervandthe.common liberty ofthe coun- 
trey, Whereunto the Citizens of Sanraren anſwered againe howe 
their refolution ws ro make him King,fiththe people of Portug=/1 
(asis before expreſſed) right lawfully doe itfor defaulte of heires 
maſles in the right line;:Whichthey were the more defirous to ac- 
comp'i/h;,forthatthe King of Caftele in'contempr of al other Iudg 
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met,would be his own iudge &went about to poſſefſethe kingdo 
by violence & force of arms. Therupon when Don Anrhoniocould 
no longerrehit,he was fworneking, bythe three members of the 
laine place,namely,the Clergie,the nobillirye 3. and rhe commot1 
prople,withcreion ofrhe Kingesſtandarde andall other{oltem- 
nities.according tothe auncientcuftomeof the coumrey, beings 
conducted fromthencewwirhthe farde ftandardero a'Chappeil 07 
great denotion, called Santtaie Aſagreand otheraceutomed-plz 
cesandlaſt of al tothe royallpallace,Ofallwhich thingspublique 
a&ts were mads & fabfcribed by che'ſfaydthree members, and ther 
upon zCgiltred inthe town houſe ofehcſame citye. Vpon thacc6- 
i{hmenrwherot Dov Anthonyoprotetted openty'in the prefence 
of rhe fame three members and manyothetsthathe accopred the 
royalname moreby force,thenof is vo\yneaccord, & thatthere= 
fore he determined tolay downe the ſame,and expectthe Iudge- 
mentoftheludges,iwcaſe rhe King of{aſtile would call backe his 
army which lehad alredyſentinto Portugal,& fubnuit his cauſe to

In his ſorte the King was fuſt brought to the Cathedrall Church, 
andin all places where he paſſed, the people ſhewed themielues 
ſo ioytull, as the like thereof was neuerſecne before atthe leQtion 
or receiving ofany of the ſaidformier kinges . When hee came to 
the Cathedrall Church,he wasthere receiued with greate honour 
and rcuerence by all the Cleargie,with the celebration of all cere- 
monicsthereunto by cuſtome apperteining , and fromthence was 
conducted to the Regall Pallace, The next day,the gouernours & 
magilirates withthe moſt noble and principall men ofthe ciryro- 
gether with thethree eſtars of the realme , cauſed the royall ſtan- 
dard to becaricd before them, through all che principall fircets of 
the city,crying aloud, God ſare king Anthonie & grant him long |fe. 
In thend they came all tothe ſaid Pallace, where they ſwore him 
for Kinge, binding themſcluesto him by othe :whereoflykewiſe 
publique actes were made... Don Antheniemaking proteftation 
thereuppod'in like ſortethathe bad made- atSenteren, when tee 
was there choſen and ſworne-forking : whereof alſo a'/publique 
act was made and cnrolledas abouefaid.

Now when it cameto the/knowledge ofthe gouernours of the 
Realme thenremaining at Setxball,that Don Amhonyo was icho. 
ſen King, the greater part of them withdrew themſelues into (@- 
ftilegto wit, John e Mafquerennas;Freancis deSa, and Diego Lopez, 
de Soſa,thother two,namely tharchbſhop of Ls bow andJaks Tel- 
lo dee Meneſes came within three: myles of Liszbon, andſentto 
King Anthonie, beſeeching him to voutchſate toreceaue them in« 
ro his fauoure, whiche they eafilye 'obteyned at his hands,fith the 
oneofthem namelye 7abn Tello dee Menefeshad alwaies ſhewed 
hiniſelfe to bearc a good affe&tion to the common wealth, - and 
tharchbiſhop had alwaics ſhewed himſelfe a neutre;; where con- 
trariwiſe thother three which were fled into (aſti/e, being wonne 
and.corrupted by the King of Caftile with giftes and promiſes, had 
. alwaicsopenlye mainteyned his quarrell : and yctin the ende did 
pennance for their horrible treaſon. For ſhortly after they dyed all 
for very griefe and mc:ancholy rhatthey had ſolde their countrey, 
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firme lande,ſubie& to the crowne of Portugall, certifiyn 8 them 
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and could obtaine little or nothing of all that had beene promiſed 
vnto them onthe behalfe of the king of (aftile by his ambaſſadors 

- Within certaine dayes after, king Anthonie departed from the 
citic of Lisbon,to Setuball, where (till remayned the deputies of 
the rownes,withthe high Chauncelour, theprincipall Counſel- 
lours of the realne , and many of the nobilitic : By whomhe was 
likewiſe created and fworne king with all ſolemnities thereynto 
conuenient, Where thethird time hemade the like proteſtation 
that he had made afore in Santaren,ſending two ofthe ſayd depu- 
ties from thence tothe king of Caſt#e,with commisfion to declare 
vnto hirii,thatifhe'woulde deſiſte frorn force ofarmes,and ſubmit 
his cauſeto the determination ofthe Judges thervnts authoriſed, 
thatthen he would do the like, atid lay downe the name and dig- 
nitie of king.

' Now when Don Anthonio was come backe to Lisbone,he diſ- 
patched letters immiediatly to all cities & townes ofthe kingd6e,

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ye are follwing 1532. Vppoh notice whereof kinge eAnthonie 
aue aduertiſementofthe ſame preſentlyto the queene-mother 
Fl ce forthe repreſſion of the kinge of Caſtules purpoſe gaue order 
for the preparation of another armye by ſea in Fraunce for Kinge 
Anthonie, appointing his coſen the lorde Phillip Streſſi generall of: 
the ſame,aud the countie ofBriſſack for his lieuetennant * This 
armye conſiſted of ſeuen and fiftie ſhippes of warre aſwell greate 
as ſmall and foure or five thouſande ſouldiours , with aboute ſ1xe 
hundred french geritlemen of name and armcs, and certaine Por- 
tugalles, King Don Anthonio determined to goe perſonally inthe 
ſame armye, toſce theſayde Iflandes of Afores andthanke his 
good and faithfull ſubiectes thinhabirantes ofthe ſame,for their 
dutyes and loyaltye thitherto ſhewed vnto him, and withall motte 
principaily to maintayne military diſcipline amongelt his. ſouldi- 
ours,meaning alſo by the wayeto take thiſle of Sainte e2/7ichaell, 
one ofthe greateſt ofthiſlandes of Afores and then poſiciied by 
the Kinge of Caſizle . Whereuppon aboute- the ende of Iune 
1582 his maieltye ſayled from Bel:ſle with his ſ-yde armye, and 
arrived before ſain&t eHichaels Ile the three and twenty of Iuly 
following ', which preſentlye yeilded to his highneſlſe byreaſon 
thinhabirantes were well aftectioned towarde him ſauing certen 
traytors,who were conſtrayned withthe ſpaynardestharlay there 
in garriſon toabout the niberot eight hundred to fly into & firong 
Cattle there-, In whichelſlande Kinge Anthony landed with the 
principall beades of his army & many ofhis captaynes and ſouldi- 
ours,where his maieſty was weil and humbly receaued by his ſub= 
iectes according to their duties , Butthe thyrde daye after they 
ſpyed approching towarde the ſayde Iſlande the Kinge of Caſtles 
nauy ynderthe conduction ofthe Marquis of {aint Croſſe, brin 0 
.ging therein aboute nine oxen thoulande fighting men; By 
occaſion whereof it was thoughte neceſlarye for all them whiche 
were gone a-lande, to repayre backe to their ſhippes arid to pre- 
pare themſclues for the battayle,howbeitthe Lord Srroſſi;jthe C5- 
ſtable, and others of aucthoritye, counſelled,and entreated Kinge 
Don Anthometo abſente himielte from the baitayle, and to retyze 
into thiflande df T ercera and not-tohazard his perſon in a aoubt- 
fullbattayle;fith thereof depenced the libeitye, not onelye vitf.c 
people of Portgall,but alſo cfall the reſt of Chriſtiandomc , The

King was againſttheir aduiſe a good while, butinthe ende (oner- 
cone with their reaſons)he reſolued to followe their counſell, and 
ina littell Carauell together with his agent, Eaward de (a#tro,and 
certen others was conueyed into the ſayde Ile of T ercere, leauing 
in the armye 'the Conſtable with aboute two hundred Portu- 
galles,aſwell gentlemen as others who came to his Maicttic into 
Fraunce, 


- Thenexte daye being the fixe and twentye of Iulye, the Lorde 
Stroſſi hauing ſette his armie in order,determined himſelfe firſt of 
all to aborde thenimye, and therefoxe comming oute of a greate 
and mightie ſhip of ſeuen hnndred tonnes which ſerued for thad- 
mirall of his armie, he ſhipped himſelfe with the Conſtable and 
many gentlemen afwell Frenchmen as Portugalles in an other 
ſhippe of ſmaller burthen whiche ſayled well , wherewith hauing 
ouercome and ſonke certen) of thenimies ſhippes, hee fet ſo ferce- 
lye vppon the Marques his viceadmerall conducted by Don Lopus 
de Figueroa,thatheſlewe aboute fixe hundred ſpanyardes therein, 
and had her rendred vnto him,howbeit atthe very ſame inſtant he 
was ſo furiouſlye aſſailed by the Marques of ſaint (7ofſe himſelfe, 
(comin 8 in a very great & og ſhip calledthe # erver S. Martin,) 
thatiathe end he was vanquiſhed for wante © _ For hee was 
not ayded by any other ſauing vey the ſayde Earle of Brſſack, 
who fighting valiantlye with two ſhippes greatelye endomaged 
the ennimie, butyetat laſte ſeeing himlſelfe ſore wounded and 
that he laboured in vaine being not fecoded byorhers as was con 
uenient, he made his retraitin time retourning intoFraunce with 
thelofle of many of hismen and his ſhippes in cuill plight,” Du- 
Tingethis greate battaile the Lorde of Sanſolenne viceadmyrall to 
the Lorde Seroſſs, and the lorde of Fumes captaine of fiue ſhippes, 
for wante of winde,(as they pretended) neuer inuaded the ennc- 
mies. Theſe two lordes, when they ſaw the lord Stroſſtpuercome, 
retyred with rwentieſhippesto King Anthony intothe He of T er- 
eera, His Maicſtie ypon notice of thill {ucceſle of the bat taile, con- 
ceaued greate ſorrowe, (as hee had good cauſe )) and that moſte 
ſpeccially forthe deathes ofthe lords Serofſi & the Conſtable both 
fordes of greate valour,and tooke it in'veryeeuill parte,thatSarſo- 


fenne and Fumei had ſomiſera blye forſakenthem in the batrayle. 


Theſe 
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Theſe lordes of Senſolenne and Fume ſhortly after by his maicſties 
lycence retyred intoFraunce , leauing in thifland about rwo thou- 
{ande and fue hundred frenche ſouldioures for the defence of the 
Kings perſon in caſe thennemye woulde aſſault thiſle . Butthe 
Marquis of Sainte Croſſe hauing loſte in the battayle about twoo 
thouſand of his beſt ſouldiours durſt attempt no further agaynſte 
thiſlande of T ercer but onelye ſtayed for the fleete _ came 
out of the Eaſte and Weſte Indies , and when they were ioyned 
with him hee tooke them ynderhis conduQtion and ſo retourned 
preſently roward Spayne with all his army, 


Vpponthe aduertiſement whereof, King Dow Anthonio with, 
all expedition gathering togeatherall the ſhippes aſwell Frenche 
as others which were at theſayde Iflande of Tercera and other 
places there aboutesto the number of ſeuen and thirty ſhippes, 
embarqued him ſelfe with two thouſande frenche ſouldioursand 
aſmanYe Portugalles, to thintent to paſle therewith to thiſlande of 
e Hadera,belonging tothe Crowne of Portugall, butthen holden 
by the Kinge of Caſtile , But when the moneth of October was 
come ( at whattyme the ſea beginneth greatlye to {well in thoſe 
partics)there aroſe ſo mighty and furious a tempeſt in the middeſt 
of their iourney with a contrarye winde that it was vnpolsible for 
them to paſle any further,and for their ſhippesto keepe company 
together,but being diſperſed diuers wayes,arriued with greattra- 
uaile and daunger,partin Fraunce,and parte with the King in the 
Iſle of Tercera. After the Kinge had ſoiourned there about twen- 
rye dayes, andſetteſuche order in thiflande as was conuenyente, 
hee departed from thence with fiue ſhippes towarde Fraunce and 
arriued there with the helpe of a fauourable winde within rwelue 
dayes, taking in his companye Ciprien de Figneredo (who till then 
had gouernedthe ſayd Iflandes of Afores, ) and appointing in his 
place Emanuel! deSilua Earle of Torres Vedras ( of whome more 
{hall be fpoken hereafter )his maieſtye becing arrived in Fraunce, 
was there agayne vetye honorablye receaued aſwell by the 
moſte Chiiſtian Kinge, as by the Queene-mother who then 
offered to gyue him anye aſsi{taunce to preuayle againſt his en- 
nemie 2ndas time and occaſion ſhould ſeruc to reſtore him to his 
Kingdome, naminge yato him ſhorilye after , the Duke of 
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Foyencefor'generall of 'tharimyes 4 - Which for that cauſe ſhoulde 
thereafter be prepared,” SP 1300 

Butinthe meane tyme the Kinge of (aftile (ſeeking all pofli- 
ble meanes forthe caule afore alleaged,to bring the ſayde Iflande 
of T cycera andthe reſt of thiſlandes of Affores vnder his ſubieQi- 
on,)appoyntedtherefore, to be prepared forthe yeare followinge 
another mighty and great armyec of manye gallyons,galleies,and 
other yefſelles both great and ſmall to the number otan hundred 
and twentye , Of whiche Nauie the Marques of Saint Creſſe 
was appoynted-generallagayne, Inthe meane ſpace King Don 

eAnthonievnderſtanding therof,omitted nothing that might tend 
to the defence and preſeruation of thiſle For b the fauourand 
afſiltance of the queenemother:;, hee prepared a Nauie and lemed 
two thouſande French ſouldiours to bee for that caute employed 
ynderthe conduftion of e Honnſyr de Chartres a noble gentle= 
man and of great yalour,of whome the queene-mother had made 
ſpeciall choyce(amonglt manye )for that ſeruice. This «MY oun- 
Va de Chartres with the ſayde Nauie andnumber of fouldiours a- 

outthe beginning of fpringe tyme, departed towarde the {ayde 
lile of T ereerato furniſhe it with a ſtronge garriſon; and defende 
it apgainſtthe inuafion ofthe king of Caftsle,and arriued there with 
a fauourable winde without any miſfortune. 

Now when the king of Caftsles armye was readye, amounting 
to a hundred and twentye ſayles, andten or twelue thouſande 
fhohting men, the Marques of fain& (Foſſe departed with the 
ſame from Lisbon about rhende of June 'x58z. andarriued be- 
fore the ſayde ltle of T ercera,the foure and twenty of Tuly follow- 
mg,and hauing ſpenttwoor three daies in vewing where to land 
his men beſte , vpponthethirde daye afcer by thelpe and bene- 
fite of | his Galleyes which(contrary to many mens opinions) he 
brought thicher,helanded his merrof war in-acertain place,leaſte 
ſiſpeted bythe capraines & inhabitants ofthiſland, where remai 
ned bur a very ſmall garriſon, By reaſon whereof it came to paſſe 
that before the principal body ofthe eariſo which was two miles 
off,could come thither, thermemy had leafure tolande almoſtren 
thoufande fighting men,and had halfe intrenched them. Firſte 
therefore e Hounſyr de Chartres came thither in all expedi- 
ton with his regimente of Frenchemen and hotiye ſkir.nithed 
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with thennemyes,wherein manye were ſlayne on either fde,but 


ſpeciallye of the Spaniardes , Atlaſtalſo cametherle of Torres 
Vedras goucrnoure of the Ifl2 with a good number of Portugal 
ſouldiours and men of the Iflande well armed and ſufficientlye 
trayned. And perceiuing in what caſethinges ſtoode,treated with 
eMonnſyr de Chartres touching the ioyninge of preſent batraile 
with thenemy, Herevpon they all prepared them felues to fight, 8& 
the fquadrons beeing erin order are appointed to march againſt 
theneimy,But tor that the Marques had twice as many men 1 his 
army as were in king Anthonies,and alſo it ſeemed very late in the 
day to giue this batrayle,the ſayde Earle propounded to eHoun- 
fyr de Chartres to difterre ittill the next daye,and that in the mean 
{pacche would cauſe uictuals,qunpowder,munition, & other ne- 
cefſaries to be broughtinto a conuenient place amongſt the rocks 
ofthe Ile, tothe intent to make their retraite thitherto ſtay for 
ayde out of Fraunce or thother Iflandes, if they fortuned to looſe 
the victory: alleadging withall thatthe enemyes army could not 
ſtay loag abourthe ſayde Ifland for want of a hauen,and ſpe cially 
-how the galleis could not abyde the Ocean ſea when it began to 
{well,which happened commonlye about the moneth of Augyult 
then beeing at hand: further how the enemye with all his armye 
could not long remayne there if the commoditye of victuals were 
taken from him. When .ounſyr de Chartres had conferred with 
his captaines abouttheſe matters,ſome were of aduifetogiue pre- 
ſent battay!e,others and the greater part reſolued with the Earle 
to differrc it till che next day, 

The Earle being aduertiſed ofthis refolntion,called before him 
certaine ofthe chicfe Portugall captaynes, declaring vnto them 
what had pafledin this matter, exhorting them to keepe diligent 
watch that night,thatnone of their ſouldiours departed from rhe 
campe , Butwhen the Portugaltes (who before were willing to 

toyne batray!e ) vnderſtood the differzing of the ſame rillthe next 
day,their hearres degan to faint, infomuch thatby little and !icrle 
they forſooke the campe and went home totheir houſes , Vpon 
the vaderftanding whereof,the Earle diltrafting the victory,con- 
ucyed him feife about midaipht, with ten or twelue of his com- 
pany out ofthe campe, tothe intent to ſave him ſelfe by ight(as 
appeared afterwardes by certaine bargques witch he had prepared 
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for that purpoſe, )yet fai __ make preſent returne.But on the 
morow after thinking with his companie to be embarked,he was 
diſappointed by certaine women dwelling aboute the place, 
where the barques laie,who brake them in peeces to ſtop his paſ- 
ſage:Thenſeeing him ſelfe in this aduerfitie and deceiued of his 
expectation,he went in diſpaire, and hid himſelfe in the beſtſore 
he could among the rockes, 
Nowe when it was light day,e Hounſir de-Chartres hearing no 
newes of therle,and perceiving howein a manner all the Portu- 
galles were gone from the camp, thought no other bur that therle 
had withdrawne hinifelfe with his Portagalls to therocks, accor- 
ding to his ſpeeche had the daie before : Whereupon preſentlic 
the {aide e Mounſyr de Chartres ſetting al his men in order of bat- 
tell, marched ſtraightro that place which therle had before nomi- 
nated ynto him ,but foraſmuche as he founde there neitherthe 
ſaide carle,nor victuals and other neceflaryes which hee had pro- 
miſedro conuaie thither, therefore hee aſſembled all his Cap- 
taines and officers withthe cheefe of the Portwpalles which yet 
ſtayed inthe campe,to conſult what was beſt to be done. Therc- 
upon they al concluded how it was belt to agree with the enimy, 
Inſoinuche that vpon conference had betweene him and them, 
atlalt a concluſion was made, whereby it was lawfull for all che 
ſouldiers,aſwell frenchmen,as Portxgalls to depart with bag and 
baggage out of the I{land, whitherſocuer they would,leauing be- 
hind them their armor, Enfignes,and Drummes. Alſo the emmic 
promiſed to furniſh them with ſhips & victualles for their pal 
ſage. Howbeir the faide ear'e of Torres [earas and certaine na- 
tural! borne ſubieRes of thiſle were excepted out of this treatie & 
agreement, whoſe pardon thennimie would in no wiſe yeelde to 
ras this compoſition thus made,all thiſle was miſerably -_ 
acxed by the tpace of z dais,many of thinhabitants hanged & E- 
manuelSerradu behcaded,(who a little before, by king Anthonies 
commandement had taken & ſacked rhiſle of Caboverde) neither 
couldtherle of Torres vedras elcape his fortune,forthe 3.day after 
thagreement made,he was found among the rocks,by meanes of 
a maid-{l2ve bewraying him, 8 therupon was alſo beheaded. 
And alrchough the lofle of this Iflande of Tercera with thothers 
depeniing therof,'vas vato the ſaid king Don Anthonie a great & 
lamemvle misfortune,yer for allthat, never abating his coura ge, 
ce 
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he hath alwaies repoſed his confidence in God, and thuprightnes 


of his iuſt cauſe, hoping by the grace ofalmighty God,& good aſ- 
filtance of Chriſtian princes,at laſt to recover his kingdom which 
_ the king of Caſtile hath tirannicallie taken from himgas wee are 
taught by many hiftories,howthe raign of tyrits laſteth nor 16g, 
Andthis isthe verie reaſon that hitherto the ſaide King Don An- 
thonie hath refaſed all manner of copoſition with the ſaid king of 
Caſtile,norwnhftanding he hath had very larp» offers at his hands 
ofſome,of the which, and ſpeciall- ofthe cheefeſt, it ſhal not bee 
from the purpoſc here to make reherfſall.It is therfore conuenient 
ro be knowne, how the king of Caſtrle by Chriſtopher de mora, his 
ambaſlador in Portugalt,oftered ynto Don Anthonie yeerely (be- 
fore he was created king),yoo thouſand duckats and the gouer- 
norſhip of Portugald.ring his life, with the free difpoſition of all 
offices, benefices and dignities aſwell eccleſiaſticall as temporall 
falling void in thattime within al the kingds of Portugal,vpon c5 
diti6 that he ſhold renoiice his actis to the kingds of Portugal. Af- 
terwards whe Don Anthony was ouercoe & wadred in great diger 
in deſerts & vnfrequeted places:the king of Caftile gauc in cha rge 
to leronimode mendoJe,a geilema8t comandecr of thorder of the 
knightsof S. Fames,to endeuor by al poſſible means to come tothe 
ſpcech of Don Anthoxies agent, to propolid ſome other meane of 
agremer.Therfore this feronimede MendoJataking in his copany 
| Emanuel of Portugall,a ſpeciall friend of the ſaid agent,andvncle 
to therle of Vayioſo,came to the wife of the ſaid agetto a houſe of 
his abour 8. miles fro E:sbon, deliuering vnto her a ſafe coductfro 
the king of Caſtileforthe ſurety of wh dire perſs with parti- 
cular letters direftedto hnn & deſired herto fend them to him, 
aſloone asſhe could learn wherhe was, telling her it wasa matter 
of very greatimportice,which he hadto treat vps with him,wher 
of depeded the wealth &tranquilitie generallic of al the kingd6 
of Portugal,8 particularly of the ſaid Don Anthony,& her husbide 
his agent. It fortuned that within 8,daycs afterthe ſaide agent ig- 
noranthereof,came ſecretly to his wife, tothintettotake order for 
theſaide king Don Arthonies firſt ſhipping, which he thoughtto 
haue taken at Lisbon,lcauing theſamec king Don Anthonio 2.miles 
from thenice in a ſecrete place (where he was to ſtay)til al thinges 
were ready for his embarking,in a ſhip whichthe ynladed at Lesbs 
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being couertly ſentthither for that purpoſe , bythe ſayde queene- 
morher,with maiſter Peter Dor a gentleman of greate wiſedome, 
and diſcretion, who alwayes had beene well inclynedto King An- 
thontes fide,and had expreſſe commaundemente to inquire whe=- 
therhe were deador alive, Nowe when the {aide King Don An- 
thenie vaderſtoode by his Agent what Jeronimo de Mendoza pro- 
pounded from theking of Caſtzle,he was very vnwilling to conſent 
that his ſaide Agent ſhoulde enter into any communication with 
him, fcaring it was but a drift to entrap his ſaide Agent and yeelde 
him priſoner into the King of Caſtles handes,but yet the ſayde A- 
gent more regarding the kingespreſeruationthon his owne ſafe- 
ty,very carnelily intreted his maielty to permit him to confer with 
the ſayde feronimo, ſuh it would be a good meane to further his 
highnefle cmbarquing,which was in handeto be prepared. Inſo- 
muche that Kinge Don Azthonye atlalte conſented thercunto, 
Therefore the next day the ſayde agent ſignified aſwell to 7eroxi- 
mo de Mendoza,as to Emmnueitof Portugatte that he was come to 
his wife tothe place aforefayde,andthereforerhey myghte. come 
and declare what they hadto ſaye , Firlt therefore came Emaruell 
the next day to the ſaid Agent,and they concluded to meete Men- 
doz4 the daye following in a place halfe a myle fromthe ſayde A- 
ents houſe. Nowe atthe howre appointed meeting ropeather, 
the ſaydeeFendota declaredto the faide Agent how the king of 
Caſlile woulde giue vnto*Don Axtboniothe kingdome of I aples, 
vppon condition thathe would yee'de himfelte into his handes,& 
renounce his right & action which he pretended to the kindome 
of Portugail,promiſingalſolarge recompence on the king of Ca- 
ftikes behaife tothe ſayd Agentin caſe he could procure kinge An- 
thony to accept his ofter, Heereupon the ſayde Agentto tengthen 
this buſines and winne tyme,fained he knew not where king Dor 
Anthonia was, but yet told Zfendeza be was well contentro break 
the matterto his maiſter afloone as he could ynderſtand where to 
fad him,alleadging howe hiz maieſtie neuer ſtayed two dayes to- 
geather in one place. Atwhich communication the ſayd /erontmo 
de «Mend aza made carnelt entreztie ro go inthe company of the 
ſayde agent to conferre with Dov Anthony when it ſhoulde' bee 
knowne where hz was. Whereof the ſayde Agenc did put him in 
good hope and helde him in ſuſpence about thi ſpace of _—— 
ayes 
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dates ſpace,applying neuertheleſſe in the meane time the bu- 
fineſſe of his maieſties ſhipping,which becing readie the ſaide a- 
gent returned to king Anthony,certifying e Mendozathereof,and 

ending him word how he would with ſpeed ,duertiſe him what 
reſolutionthe ſaide King Don eAnthont otooke in thoſe matters 
which the ſaid Aendoza had propounded.. Butthe ſaidagent 
thoughtnothing lefle therito returne to Mendoza,fearing lealt he 
wold by {6e pretece either deteine him captiue or notleaue til he 
had brought him toking Dox Antbonie.Moreouer the king of Ca- 
fiile commaunded manie other moſt ample and beneficiall effers 
to be made on his behalfe to king Don Anthony,after his arriuall 
in Fraunce, yea andafterthe taking ofthiſle of Tercera,which for 
breuities ſake are here omitted, 7. ':: 

Nowewhen kinge Don eAmnthenio vnderſftoode what offer 
Atendoza propounded vnto him, he made none account there- 
of,but went by night with his agent, and others of histraine to a 
ſecrete place not farre from Lisbon,adioyningneerethe ſea,there 
ſaying for abarque which was rocome from the ſaid citic of Ly/- 
bon to carrie himaboardrheſhip/wherein hee was to ſaile away. 
This barke was pattlie preparett bythe care and diligence of Pe- 
ter de3 Alpoen Nottor of the lawes,a man of great learning andin- 
tegritie hauin ; alwaies conſtanclie maintained king Don Antho- 
ries cauſe, wherein hee purpoſed himſclfe. with certaine of his 
freendes and kinredtomeete king Anthonie and paſle into France 
with him.Butthis matterbeing Aiourid by therreſ6 of one Pe- 
tir de e-mortaf to whoſe charge king Anthony had alſo committed 
this buſinefle)certaine gallics of Caſtile lying in waiteforthe ſaid 
barke in the ſea, in the place where it was to paſſe, aſſaulted and 
tooke it, whercin Peter de Alpoen with his vncle and nephue, and 
two religious men,ang certaine otherperſons were taken,and a.l 
puttothe torture to confefſe whitherthey went, Bur it happened 
by Gods pernuflion that before the barke was taken,Baſtian Frg- 
ra ( one ofthe Kings ſeruauntes afore mentioned ) paſſed along 
the ſea fide to ſeeke for his maicſtie , and ſpied the Gallies there 
diſpearſed about the ſame place where the barke (that his high - 
neſle ſtated for)wastopaſſe; And brought preſene word therot to 
his highnefſe, who immediatlie tooke horſe and in great haſt rc- 
torned with his companie to his accuſtomed pilgrimage ynuill a= 
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bouttwd monethsafteritwashishaptobe embarqued indeede 
& to commeiinto Fraunceas is afore decared. - Ts NTTN 
This alſo is not to bee omitcedin this place, howe king Don An- 
thomoinhis paſſage from Lesbox towarde Fraunce, was driuen by 
contrary winde about two hundred leagues from land toward the 
weſt, whetcheermera greatand mightie ſhip of warre, whereof 
AmbroſedtGuyar was ciptain,who had the conduction,of dboute 
300 Spaniſh ſouldiers,toplace ingarriſonsin thefaid Ifle of Saint 
Michael. This ſhip(asthemanneris)had a carauel with. her, which 
came toaboard the ſhip wherein his maieſtic was.,The men ofthe 
carauel demanded ofthe maſter of hishighneſle hip, tro whence 
they came,he anſwered from Caiicein Andalonſie:Being demaun- 
ded,what newes there,he aunſweted, howthe people diedof the 
plague,8& ſorne of his mariners\were -alreadie deade & others yer 
very lickof the ſame diſeaſe:Vponthunderſtanding whereof, they 
of the carauell abandoned the kinges ſhip, taking their courſe to 
ward the faid ſhipofwarre.. :.* 110) 7 9734 
Whenthe King of Caffsleynderftood: how King Amthony was 
arriuedif Fraunce; hewasſohighlic offghded therewithchat hes 
cauſed Peter Dalpoento be forthwithbeheadedgand his yncle and 
nephue to be perpetually baniſhed therealm, condemning the 2. 
religiouſe men tothe gallies, who neuerthelefle afterward(chan- 
ging his ſentence)he condemned. to cloſe prifon for manie yeres. 
cauſing the wite-of King: Arthonzes agent, with his children & his 
coſens(of whom he had the bringing vp )Jand his mother in Law, 
8&3 religious ſiſters of his,of thorder of $. Clare,to be all brou ghr 
into Caſtile,8 put into diuerſe monaſteryes, Likewiſe appointing 
to be brought into the ſaid kingdso of Caſtile the Countelle of Vi- 
miofo mother of the ſaid conſtabie with 3.ſonnes and 7.daughters, 
together with the wife of £manuel de ſilua,thE gouernor ofthe ſaid 
Kle of T ercera, whom he detained there yntill the ſaid Conſtable 
& Emanuel de filuahad loſttheirliues,as is afore mentioned. 
Alfoit is not to be paſſed infilence, how the King of Caſtile,cucn 
fince king Do Anthony artiued in fraunce,hath ed al practiſes poſ 
fble,to procure the ſaidking Dox Anthonio his couſin germaine,to 
be murdered, ſending many caſtiliaris and Porewgalls into Fraunce 
for that ſpeciall purpoſe. Of whichthe fiſt & chicfe was, &award 
de Caſtro,a man of baſe birth, though yery rich,a portugal borne, 
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who notwithſtandinge hadin-former time dohe tmuch good and 
fairhfull ſeruice to King Don Anthonio in Portugal. This man fai- 
ning himſeifto be eng AL towardthe King of Caſtile for de- 
taining him priſoner a certain time,came into France to K. Antho- 
ny,to whome athis firſt comming (for the better cloaking ofhis 
treaſon )he declared howfor his delivery out of ptiſon,he had pro 
miſed the King of Caſtile to aflay by all mannerof meanes to kill 
the ſaid King Don Anthonie:Or ifhe could not bring that to pafle, 
how atleaſt he would finde the meane to procure certaine french 
companies or other ſtrange fouldiers(ouer whome he hoped to be 
appointed captaine)to riſe againſt his maieſty at-ſuch time as hee 
ſhould be readie to ioine{barrail,or in hahUtoexecure afy li ke en- 
terpriſe, or elſe would do ſome ſuch thing as ſhould caltthe per- 
fon and campe of the ſaid wy Anthony\nto ſome notable dan- 
ger:whereinthe yery truetH is,his meaning was to haue kept pro- 
miſe with the ſaid King of Caſti/e.For it came to paſſe within a li- 
tle after,vhen King Anthony was oucrcome in a es 16 the 
Wfle of S. Michael,while the Marquiſle of $.Cyoſſe remained inthe 
ſame fle,that the ſaid Edward de Caftro being with King Antho- 
ny in thiflle of Tercera;carneftlic perſwadedthe french companies 
which were there in garriſon(whome he had won to him by gitts 
and otherwiſe)thatthe Portugalls went aboute to murther them 
all fuddenlie, ſhewing tothemfor proofe thereofa letter written 
by King Amthonies agente,which( though falſelic) he-vouched to 
containe ſuch matter, andlikewife made the portugalles on the 
contrarifide belecue, howe they were in the like dauriger atthe 
Frenche mens handes. When he had laid this foundation,he went 
aboute to putthe matter in. execution, andſo handledthe ſame 
that one day the Frenchmen firſt made them. readie to ſer ypon 
the portugalles andflewe Anthony Baracho a gentleman oi por- 
tugal.But'as echeparty began to putthemlclues jnarmes, it came 
to paſſe by the great dexteritic and wiſedome ofa portugall Cap- 
taine,whoin time ſmelled this treaſon, that the matter proccece 
no further, butall was wel pacified & the Traitour apprehended, 
Who yppon the fallingour ofthe matter otherwiſe then he ex- 
pected, woulde prefentlic haue retired ihtorthe (aide Ifle of SNL 
chacll , to' the Marquis of SaynRe :Crofle in an Englithe 
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ſhip. which he had hired for that purpoſe for a greatſome of mo. 
nie, Thus the traicor being taken & conuict of his treaſon aſwel 
by his owne confeſſion in the priſon,as openlie vpon the ſcaffold, 
was atlaſtbcheaded. Yetthe faide king Don eAntonie in reme- 
braunce and conſideration of his former ſeruices,would haue par- 
doned him had nozthe common people & ſouldiers made great 
inſtance forthe open puniſhment of ſo great & dangerous a trea- 
ſon. About the ſaine time Sebaſtian Caruaillo another Portugal was 
executed in the ſaid Iſle of T ercerafor enterpriſing to kil the ſaid 
king Don Anthonio, Allo forthe like cauſe, a Caſtilian gentleman 
ofthorder-. of the knightes of Malta,was afterwardes cxecuted in 
Fraunce,further,for the like offence, John Franciſco, and folin Ro- 
drigues de ſoſ&were priſoners in France, and ypon their conuiction 
wereſentin captiuitie tothe ſaid Iflande of Tercera alittle before 
the taking thereof, by means whereof they recouered their liber- 
ty contrary to their deſarts.But the faide [ohn Roavignes had neuer 
eſcaped from executionin France,had notthe molt excelleprin- 
ceſſerhe Queene of England(with whom he had beene king A#- 
thanies Ambaſladour )made interceſhon for him. | 

Whoſocuer therefore ſhall rightlye conſider all theſe daungers 
and preate inconueniencies whiche the faide King Dox Anthonio 
hath endured and eſcaped, may eafilye iudge that all this came not 
to paſſe without godspeculier proutdenceand diuine ſufferance & 

that ſome great matter of importance is hid thereunder, namely a 

reat hope istobe conceauedherof, that almightie God, will vſe 
the ſayd king Don Anthoxioas a fit inftrument,to breake the great 
powre & forceofthe King of {(aſti/e,wherby through his excefſtue 
and ynmeaſurable ambition, he would elſe in tract of tyme,inuade 
not onely alt chciſtiandom,but alſo al the reſt ofthe worlde, & that 
vnderthe faire colour of maintainingthe Catholike Romiſh reli- 
gion,ynder pretence whereofhe hath thus manye yeeres afflicted 
thinhabirantes ofthe lowe countreys, otherwiſe a good and cur- 
teous people,thatin former tyme had alwayes bene good & faith- 
full ribicds rohim.& his aunceſtors tothintent that ypon the ſub- 
duing of the according'to hisfataſy,he might eaſily & frely ſpred 
his armesouer England, Germany,France & other nations,cither 
for that they receiue,or atleaſt permit intheir countries any other 

rcligiothE only the catholike Romiſh celigio,or elsynder Oy O- 
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ther kind of pretence whatſocuer, This is the marke hee ſhooteth 
at & wil cafily hitexcept thother chriſtian princes(before the ewll 
creepe any furcher,)haue ſpeciall regard to oppoſe theſclues to his 
power & torce by ayding the promnces vnited of the lowe coun- 
treys nowe greately atfl:cted,and,alſo andthat moſt ſpecially, the 
ſayde King Don Anthozyo who with thayde of ſome reaſonable 
nauie of ten or twelue thouſands men furniſhed with vicualles, 
munition,and other nececeſlaries, may in ſhort time without any 
reate difficultie recouer his kingdome , Whereunto thincredi- 
le affection which the Portugalles beare alwaicstorheir Kinge & 
naturall prince,together with thauncient hatred they haue alwaies 
borne to the Caſtilians their auncient ennemies, woulde ſerue for 
a greate furtheraunce , As the like meane ſerued the prince of O- 
range for a greate efftecte in the faide lowe countreyes, to maine= 
taine warres there ſolonge agaiuſte rhe forces of the ſayde Kinge 
of Caſt#le. Further if King Dor Anthonio had recouered Portugal & 
driuen away the caſtilians,he might alſocafily in ſhort time aſwel 
reduce into his power.and dominionthe townes of Apbricawith. 
the townes and countreys of the Eafte Indies, and Brafile (where 
the garriſons confilt all of naturall Portugalles ) as alſo take from 
the king of Caſtzle,his power by ſea con —P chiefely of Portugal 
ſhippes & Marriners. Who without doubre for the naturall affect- 
102 they beare towardetheir Kinge and Countrey, and the rather 
bicauſe their wiues,children,landes,and goodesremaine in Portu- 
gall: and forthe naturall hatred they beare tothe Caſtilians ;vn- 
der whome they ſerue againſt their willes) will eafilye come and 
yeilde themſelues to the _—_ King Don Anthonie, as wee haue 
ſeene the lyke example in the ſayde lowe countreys , when the 
wars began,forthe driuing away of the ſpanyaxdes. Alſo itis tobe 
noted,how the people of Portugall bearca generall hatred againſt 
theking of (aftsle 8 his Caſtiliansnot onely inreſpeRoftheir aun- 
cient enmitye againſt the ſayde Caſtilians but alſo and moſt prin- 
cipally for the greate iniuriesand indignities which they haue ſuf- 
fered at their handes ſince the ſayde King of («ſtile by force & vi- 


olence poſleſſed their countrey . Whereby all mens mindes are ſo 


bentand inflamed again(thim and his Caſtilians, that their chiefe 
wiſhe and expeQtation is forthe ſayde kinge Don Anthonie (by the 
ayde of ome Princes) to enter into Poreugall with an armie , not 
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onely for their delivery fromthe yoke & bondage of the Caſti Ii 
ans(whole gatriſons there exceede not the number of three thou- 
{aid men)but alloto inuade Cafile in reuenge of the ſaid iniurics 
whercinto there is long 8& wide acceſle and entry out ofPortugall 
without any ſtrong place to hinder free paſſage into the ſaid king- 
doin of Caſtile, Morcouerthe hatred ofthe Portugalles againſt the 
Calltilians, is growne ſo far,that they which before were addicted 
to the ſaid King of (aftle, and corrupted with money & promiſes 
to deliuer their natiue country into his handes,do nowe ſecretly 
fauour King Don Anthonio,auouching how they will rather yeilde' 
their liues & goodes to his maieſties mercye, then liue any longer 
vader the tyranny of the King of (afftile, Who hath them in no eſti 
mation,neither will perform what he promiſed whe he ſolicited 
themto be authors to procure him the kingdome, 
Although all menknow how ſmalle accompre the king of (- 
ie makethitofulfill his promiſes to ſuche men as he hath vſed in 
like kind of affaires,& molt ſpecially when he hath no more neede 
ofthen;'yetit ſhalbe worththe noting in this place, how hee hath 
dealt with, them that were the principall authors to bring his mat- 
ters {o ealtlyetopaſle in Portugal. Theſe men,when King Don An- 
thonio was ouercom & diſcomfited, & the King of Caſttle in peace 
ablepoſſc{lion of the Kingdome of Portugall,& of the realmes lands 
& countreis depending therof (ſauing onely the ſaid Iſlands of Af- 
fares which held a good while as is afore recited for king Anthony) 
exhibited a jupplicationto the ſaide King of Caſtile declaring at 
large their ſeruices done in his behalfe for thobteining of the ſaid 
Kingdome of Portugall,beſeeching his maieſtie to voutchſafe the 
performance of thoſe promiſes which his ambaſſadors , the Duke 
of Oſſuna and Chriſtofer de Mora had made vnto them on his be- 
halfe,cxhibiting writings withall to prooue the faide ambaſſadors 
promiſes. Wherunto the King commaunded an ſwere to be giuen, 
that this ſupplycation with thambaſladors writing, ſhould be ſent 
to his counſell called in the Portugall language, eſa da conſcien- 
14, Wherupon followed a decree touching that matter,of the tc- 
nor or effect enſuing, For aſmuch as the king of Caſtile,ts true inheri- 
tor of the kingdom of Portugal: it was not la\wful! for the ſuppliants toſel 
the ſame for gifts nor promiſes, but rather they had incurred the penal 
ty of death, for that, of their or n accord, without theſe promiſes,they 
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del:nered not the kingdom to the ſaiaking of Caſtile : But if the hing- 
com perteyned to Don Anthonio, thenthey could not ſell it to king 
Phillip, wherfore the king Was ro way bound toperforme the promiles 
which thambaſſadors made to the ſuppliants , but of his benignity and 
clemencye hee abſolueth the ſupplyants from the capitall puniſhment, 
whereunto for this cauſe they bad endaungered them ſelues, Ano- 
table reward ſurely, yea & that ſuch a one,as commontye all tray- 
rors receaue,@ asthe King of (aftile accuſtometh to beſtow ypon 
all them that doe him ſeruice in like affaircs; Which may ſerue for 
an example to all men that for gitres or promiles they attempt no= 
thing againlt their durie nor conſciences, For God isa juſt iudge 
thatneuer leaueth wickednes ynpuniſhed , nor well doeing ynre- 
compenced, 

Syth therefore it manifeſtly appeareth by the premiſes, that the 
ſayd King Don Anthon hath a righttull & molt jult cauſe :itisto 
be wiſhed, that al chriſtian princesor the more part of them would 
of their owne accordes,offer them ſeluesto aide & ſuccour him to 
recouer his Kingdom whereof he is ſo yniuſtlye and tyrannouſlye 
ſpoyled by the king of Caftule,as italſo appertayneth to all princes 
to helpe them that be afflifted and oppreſſed by tyranny, Where- 
unto truly they ought to be the more forwarde and mooued, for 

that it ſeemeth the onely waye and meane to deliuer them- 
ſelues and their poſteritye fromthe tyrannye of the 

Spanyardes , whiche otherwiſe in the ende 
they ſhall hardelye auoyde, as more 
particulerlye hath beene de. 
clared inthis treatiſe. 
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
